But behind him, queues unemployed Frenchmen are 
the living proof his dishonesty. 

“Behind the door marked ‘Great Britain,’ bloated 
capitalists are desperately stuffing banknotes into bags. 
The caption reads: “These are the gentlemen who 
want commit murder and retain their hold over 
the oppressed millions.’

THE THEORY “DEMOCRATIC 


The structure Communist Parties Satellite Europe 
is, definition, monolithic. The concentration power 
within this framework makes possible maximum uniformity 
and disciplined, effective action.

organs; strict, class-conscious discipline and submission 
the minority the majority are required.” 


“The Free Election Party Leaders”

Romania, there has 
been shake-up top-ranking Communists. Czecho- 
slovakia, eight men were tried for alleged espionage and 
the sabotage agriculture, and mass organization was 
liquidated for failures carrying out State policy. other 
parts the area, changes personnel, emphasis Party 
activity and the glorification regime leaders comprise the 
bulk current items. And finally, the reorganization 
the administrative setups Latvia and Estonia the Su- 
preme Council the Union Soviet Socialist Republics 
are the latest measures taken increase Moscow control 
the Baltic. 


Shake-up Romanian Communists 


May 29, Romania’s Agerpress wire announced that 
Minister Interior Teohari Georgescu had been dismissed 
from his post and that both and the former Minister 
Finance, Vasile Luca, had been removed from the Party’s 
Central Committee and Vice-Chairmen the Council 
Ministers. Georgescu was demoted lower position 
and replaced Alexander Draghici, one his deputies. 
Luca will placed trial the Control Bureau and 
Ion Vinte the newly-appointed Depyty Minister In- 
terior. The reasons given for Luca’s dismissal that 
“had lost class feeling, become estranged from the Party 
and the working class, had surrounded himself with hostile 
elements, acted against the Party line, introduced his own 
rightist opportunistic line stimulating capitalist elements 
and caused great damage the State and difficulties 
supplying the working people.” 

Even more striking was the announcement that Ana 
Pauker had been demoted the Organizational Bureau 


and was longer member the Political Bureau. 
exiled Romanian expert has remarked that although “Ana 
Pauker will apparently keep her position the govern- 
ment, clear that the ‘Muscovite,’ ‘Jewish group’ which 
she heads the decline. Gheorghiu-Dej emerges from 
this internecine conflict the Party strong man. trying 
strengthen its control Romania, the Kremlin using 
the ideological differences between Communist factions 
means playing anti-Semitic sentiments.” 


April 24, Romania’s Scanteia announced that 
Nicolae Gheorghiu had been relieved his post Assist- 
ant Minister Local Administration and Industry and had 
been appointed Assistant Minister Electrical Power and 
Industry. Gheorghiu was appointed his former position 
March. Romanian emigre lawyer has pointed out 
that although this change not necessarily demotion, 
indicates the unsettled state affairs existing both the 
Party and the government. 


Trial “Saboteurs and Espionage Agents” 


The most recent trial Czechoslovakia began April 
and ended three days later. Eight defendants were 
charged with supporting the International Peasant Union, 
advocating plans for Central European Federation and 
with general espionage behalf the West. The ac- 
cused, who were reported being former members the 
Agrarian and National Democratic Parties and 
“Catholic Fascist group,” were blamed for sabotaging 
Czechoslovak agriculture and for organizing armed groups 
the country. One the defendants was sentenced 
death, and seven life imprisonment. Below are excerpts 
taken from the commentary the trial Rude Pravo 
(Prague), March 28: 


“The defendants organized for the purpose damag- 
ing our livestock production inciting mass neglect 
horse breeding, and sabotaging seed plans. From 
the first they supported the mass resistance against the 
establishment Uniform Agricultural Cooperatives. 
They were also active wide-spread spying activities 
for the benefit the imperialist intelligence service. 


The newspaper recorded the espionage charges 
follows: 


“In October 1950, the former Agrarian Deputy [the 
defendant] Chloupek listened the ‘Voice America,’ 
broadcasting memorandum from the Green Interna- 
tionale asking that ‘Korean methods’ used against 
Czechoslovakia. This memorandum was the directive for 
his criminal activity. The accused Knebort cynically 
said: ‘We regarded matter course that would 
become vassals America’. The accused Kepka was 
direct contact with ‘allies’ West 

“The revealed conspiracy this anti-State gang, which 
was managed the rulers Wall Street with the aid 
the treacherous exiles and the accredited representa- 
tives two Western States, was directed against all the 
Peoples’ Democracies. Traitors [to these countries] 
have established the so-called Green Interna- 
tionale, patronized the American monopolists.

not finished time, delivery obligations are not met, 
wherever the Uniform Agricultural Cooperatives are not 
performing their tasks, there must certainly someone 
still attempting sabotage.” 

exiled Czechoslovak farmer has made the following 
comment the trial: 


“According the trial proceedings, can assumed 
that the regime was concerned mainly with blaming the 
failures the Socialization Czechoslovak agriculture 
hostile influences from abroad, particular, the 
‘Anglo-American imperialists.’ The prosecutor empha- 
sized repeatedly that the accused were the men respon- 
sible for all sabotage acts committed against the Uni- 
form Agricultural Cooperatives. The trial was propa- 
ganda stunt designed discredit the International 
Peasant Union which was holding conference Wash- 
ington that time, and terrorize the small farmers 
whose resistance becoming increasing source 
worry the regime.” 


Czechoslovak Women’s Union Dissolved

The Czechoslovak expert referred above has made 
the following comment: 


“The authority Party leadership was badly shaken 
the constant purges within its ranks. This had 
unfavorable influence the lower echelons the Party 
and, consequently, they failed carry out effectively the 
recalling and checking membership cards performed 
last January. This failure especially significant be- 
cause card control was not preceded the regular mem- 
bership screening, which usually results the elimina- 
tion large numbers from the Party. During the first 
screening October 1948, approximately 107,000 mem- 
bers were expelled taken off the membership register 
and 523,000 members were demoted the rank can- 
didates. During the next general screening which began 
September 1950, approximately 295,000 Party mem- 
bers were expelled.” 


According information from Vienna, the Slovak Com- 
munist Party demoted expelled 128 members during the 
first quarter 1952: 


“32 members have been demoted Party-candidates 
because ‘political immaturity,’ and were expelled 
because they were recommended functionaries who 
were subsequently purged. Others were excluded from 
the Party because failures discipline, negligence 
attending indoctrination courses, ignorance Party 
theory and lack interest the Party press. Party 
functionaries are said have been instructed keep 
this information from the public, and publication 
facts figures has been permitted.”

25, 1950, was discharged from this post and made 
Deputy Prime Minister large. Ever since, there have 
been rumors that was disgrace. According 
recent information from Bulgaria, was 
slated removed the impending purges. His 
sudden demise spared the Party this task. order 
destroy rumors that Poptomov’s death was not natural 
one, the Communist government has recently published 
medical report stating that died cerebral hemor- 
rhage. This report was signed Minister Public 
Health Peter Kolarov, General Kosta Stoyanov and Pro- 
fessor Alexander Puchlev.”

Administrative Division Latvia and Estonia 


meeting April the Supreme Council the 
Soviet Union divided Latvia into three administrative dis- 
tricts with the cities Riga, Daugavils and Liepaja the 
new regional centers. According exiled Latvian 
lawyer, this change attempt tighten Soviet 
over the entire country. Previous this, Latvia was ad- 
ministered whole. announcing the decision, So- 
vetskaya Latviya (Riga), April 10, called aid the 
development the country: “Thanks the Communist 
Party, the government, Comrade Stalin, the brotherly 
republics, and particularly the great Russian nation, Latvia 
has been able recover from wounds caused the war. 
Dividing Latvia into districts will new aid to] the 
economic and cultural development our country.” 

Similarly, May 15, Radio Tallinn reported that the 
Supreme Council the Union Soviet Socialist Republics 
had passed resolution divide Estonia into three admin- 
istrative districts, oblasts, they are called Russian. 
The District Tallinn covers northern Estonia; the Dis- 
trict Tartu includes the southern and south-eastern parts 
the country; and the District Parnu covers western 
and southern Estonia and the Estonian islands. Although 
Tallinn, the Estonian capital, located the District 
Tallinn, will administered separately the Estonian 
Communist government. exiled Estonian lawyer has 
interpreted this measure follows: 


“This new measure attempt make the Estonian 
administrative system conform the Soviet pattern It. 
wili undoubtedly result increase government 
bureaucracy since many new employees and Party func- 
tionaries will hired for new posts. The reorganization 
the administration will turn require reorganiza- 
tion local Party organizations. 

“Estonia now divided into three districts, regions 
and 641 communities, with four cities with the status 
regions and towns and villages with the status 
communities. The old regions and communities 
Estonia were abolished October, 1950, and changed 
according the Soviet pattern. This innovation resulted 
large increase administrative personnel.”

Supreme Council the Estonian government had issued 
decree changing the name the city and region 
Kuressaare the island Saaremaa Kingissepp. This 
change was honor the Estonian Communist leader 
Victor Kingissepp, who was executed 1922 for having 
planned Communist uprising the country. Estonian 
emigre living Sweden has supplemented this informa- 
tion describing other honors given Kingissepp:

The city school already bears 
his name and the house which lived has been 
turned into museum. Besides these, theater and sev- 
arel factories well kolkhozes bear his name.”

Poland April 23, the State Planning Commission’s 
communique the fulfillment the Plan for the first 
quarter 1952, was made public. exiled Polish eco- 
nomic expert has summarized the communique follows: 


“The communique stated that the plan industrial 
production had been fulfilled 100.3 percent. Figures 
given for various ministries vary from percent the 
fulfillment 106 percent. The highest fulfillment 
the Plan was achieved the Ministry Internal Trade, 
which, during the latter half last year, was well be- 
low the goal set the Plan. The best results were 
achieved iron, zinc, and copper ores; electric 
energy; production automobiles and trucks; 
agricultural machinery; and silk textiles. The produc- 
tion steel, pig iron, sulphuric acid, coal, petrol, and 
rolling stock fell below their goals. The communique 
states that during the first quarter new plants were 
opened. The total industrial production was percent 
greater than the corresponding quarter 1951. Con- 
siderable progress was made the collectivization 
agriculture. The number Productive Cooperatives 
[kolkhozes] reached the figure 3,300, which means that 
245 new kolkhozes were formed; the number State 
Machinery Centers rose and reached the figure 
283. 

“The figures for the fulfillment the plan trans- 
port, trade turnover, employment, and work productivity, 
were given comparative percentages. The transport 
goods was percent greater than the first quarter 
1951; the turnover consumer goods, counted cur- 
rent prices, increased percent over the figure pub- 


lished for the first quarter 1951; employment rose 
percent compared with this same period; and the 
work productivity rose percent.” 


The communique received mixed reception the 
Polish press. Wola Ludu (Warsaw), April 25, speaks 
enthusiastically about the results the plan. Under the 
title, “The Victorious Figures,” the outcome the Plan 
presented follows: 


“The communique informs further successes 
our economy. industry well agriculture 
note great achievements. The first stage the third 
year the Six-Year Plan was victoriously completed. 

“During this very important stage, produced 
percent more steel than during the corresponding pe- 
riod last year. increased petrol production 
percent, iron ore production percent, the produc- 
tion natural gas percent, and copper ore pro- 
duction 202 percent. During January, February-and 
March, our automobile factories produced five times 
more trucks than during the same period last 
Simultaneously, agriculture getting greater help from 
the State. The number tractors rose percent 
and the amount fertilizers percent, compared 
with the end March The victorious figures 
the State Planning Commission communique tell 
our successes industrial production and Socialist 
building, and inspire the whole nation greater effort. 
Our fulfillment the goals the Six-Year Plan 
inspired the experiments the Soviet Union 
every field economy, and are reminded that the 
guarantee our success lies the brotherly alliance 
the Polish nation with the nations the Soviet Union.” 


Wola Ludu does not mention the shortcomings the 
Plan. But Trybuna Ludu (Warsaw), April 24, received 
the communique the State Planning Commission some- 
what differently: 


“The first three months this year, the third year 
the Six-Year Plan, were not easy. The goals set for the 
first quarter 1952, well the goals for the entire 
year, crucial year for the Six-Year Plan, were much 
higher and more difficult than any set the past. How- 
ever, due the great sacrifices and efforts our work- 
ing class and technical intelligentsia, were able 
meet the over-all industrial production goals. This was 
achieved thanks the Socialist competition pledges un- 
dertaken celebrate President Bierut’s birthday, and 
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the First May. spite these contributions, was 
not possible avoid shortcomings production. 
The Plan was not fulfilled mainly those foun- 
dries, mines, chemical factories, light industries, and 
areas which did not show energetic and firm 
determination fight for the Plan. Therefore, spite 
considerable achievements many important fields, 
there are many plants which became indebted the 
State. These debts should repaid quickly pos- 
sible. Using the last quarter example, every 
plant, and especially those plants which did not meet 
their quota, must mobilize all resources and the abilities 
working teams and engineering cadres, fight for 
the second quarter the 1952 Plan and for the Plan 
whole.” 


Trybuna Ludu concluded its remarks with the slogan: 
“The banner Socialist competition should raised 
higher, and the full mobilization working teams 
needed.” 


Glos Pracy (Warsaw), April 24, also gave the com- 
munique lukewarm reception and especially stressed the 
need for increased productivity and Socialist competition:

“In the building industry, the total plan target was 
fulfilled 104.8 per cent—106.5 percent surface con- 
struction and 100.8 percent underground construction. 
This represents increase 29.1 percent over the cor- 
responding period last year—24.1 percent surface 
construction and 39.1 percent underground construc- 
tion. The accent underground construction indicates 
the precedence military goals the construction 
dwellings not even mentioned, and the figures pre- 
sented former reports appear ridiculous when com- 
pared with the target 220,000 new houses under the 
entire Five-Year Plan. 

“In agriculture, the Socialist sector has been further 
strengthened. compared with the corresponding pe- 
riod last year, the number Producers’ Cooperative 
Farms [kolkhozes] increased percent, the member- 
ship percent. The number State Farms [sov- 
khozes] increased percent. Livestock developed 
favorably the production pigs rose nearly 
percent, sheep almost percent. Cattle stock—of 
great importance Hungary—is hardly mentioned, 
spite allegedly favorable increase the collective 
sector agriculture. also reported that the ani- 
mal stocks the cooperatives are still behind those 
the individual farmers. 

Transport improved 109.5 percent, passenger 
traffic 103.9 percent this represents respective in- 
creases 23.5 and 7.6 percent over the same period 
last year. River transportation over-fulfilled its target 
117.7 percent, truck freight transportation 63.8 per- 
cent bus passenger traffic cities increased 23.9 per- 
cent, and long distance lines, 42.5 percent. 

“The number workers employed the manufac- 
turing and building industries rose 95,000 during the 
past year; the number women employed increased 
59,000. Total wages paid industry, not considering 
the wage increases last December, were 17.7 percent 
higher than those year ago. Per capita pro- 
ductivity was 17.7 percent higher than last year the 
miners’ productivity rose 8.5 percent and worker pro- 
ductivity the enginering industry rose 21.5 per- 
cent. Labor discipline improved, unjustified absenteeism 
decreased; but too many workers were absent for offi- 
cially sanctioned reasons. 

“Investments the first quarter 1952 were 27.4 per- 
cent higher than the first quarter last year. The 
manufacturing industry received 31.5 percent more; 91.5 
percent industrial investments were spent heavy in- 
dustry. the purchasing power Hungarian money 
has rapidly dwindled since the last quarter, the report 
does not clarify how much the investments have increased 

“None the new plants began production during the 
last quarter, but many workshops and sections exist- 
ing plants began 

“Any attempt translate production percentages into 
real figures raises the problem whether the percent- 
ages themselves, given the Communists, are genu- 
ine. December 1949, Zoltan Vas, head the Planning 
Office, stated that between 1938 and 1949 industrial pro- 
duction rose percent; the reported production in-

BULGARIAN MONETARY REFORM 


The long anticipated Bulgarian monetary reform was 
finally effected May 11. resembles previous reforms 
carried out Romania January 1952, and Poland 
October 1950, and comes five years and two months 
after the first monetary reform introduced the Com- 
munist regime Bulgaria March 1947. The decree was 
issued the Council Ministers the Bulgarian People’s 


Republic and the Central Committee the Bulgarian 
Communist Party, May 10, and the following day 
was made public Radio Sofia: 


“In order increase the circulation money and 
strengthen the people’s purchasing power, order 
reach and expand trade quotas pegged State retail 
prices, and order develop the turnover goods, 
the Council Ministers and the Central Committee 
the Bulgarian Communist Party have decreed mone- 
tary reform eliminate fully the food rationing system 
and reduce retail prices for all consumer goods. 

“The further development the national economy 
and the expansion unrestricted trade all goods re- 
quires complete normalization money circulation, 
the liquidation cash accumulated speculation, and 
further strengthening the national currency. This 
will finally and completely liquidate the consequences 
capitalist and monopolist rule. 

“This monetary reform insures that the amount 
money circulation corresponds the real needs the 
national economy. will result increase pur- 
chasing power the lev and will strengthen the cur- 
rency exchange ratio the lev based the most stable 
currency the world: the Soviet ruble. Thus the lev 
being definitely separated from the dollar, which 
subject are all other capitalist currencies, 
and being constantly Banknotes still 
bearing the faces the much-hated Koburg dynasty 
will taken out circulation. The working peo- 
ple will adversely affected only restricted scale 
and for short period time.” 


According the decree, the exchange ratio the lev 
now lev and stotinki ruble. The gold content 
the lev pegged 130.7 milligrams pure gold. The 
Bulgarian National Bank instructed establish exchange 
ratios with all foreign currencies that basis. 

The new type currency put into circulation was issued 
1951, which evidence the long and careful prepara- 
tion for the monetary reform. The denominations are dif- 
ferent from the usual ones—the National Bank issues 
banknotes 10, 25, 100, 200, and 500 leva and the State 
Treasury, notes and leva and metal coins 
10, and stotinki. 


The broadcast continued:

March issue From BEHIND THE IRON CURTAIN.] 
This reform also gives evidence that despite repeated 
denials from Communist leaders, inflation has severely 
hit Bulgaria. The rush towards collectivization the 
land, colossal investments, and the forcible industrializa- 
tion the country, well intensive armament, have 
all been far excess the financial and industrial pos- 
sibilities sovietized Bulgaria.” 


THE MOSCOW CONFERENCE AND 
CONTROLLED TRADE 


Few changes have occurred Satellite trade during the 
past month. The declarations and outright boasts the 
various delegates the Moscow Economic Conference 
have not altered the situation any notable way but are 
worth recording along with some the contradictions and 
comments which serve underline the degree which 
they exaggerate.

Poland could 
raise her export coal France 2-3 million tons 
year. Present agreements with Italy, amounting 
about million dollars, could trebled. The ex- 
change goods with Belgium, the Netherlands, Austria, 
and Switzerland could easily 

“We maintain trade agreements with Pakistan, India, 
Egypt, Turkey and Israel. Negotiations with Iran are 
progress. Polish export-import institutions have agree- 
ments with firms Ethiopia, the Sudan, Yemen, Trans- 
Jordan, Saudi-Arabia, Lebanon, Syria and 
With respect Latin America, Poland has trade agree- 
ment with Argentina and payments agreement with 
Brazil. Organizations for foreign trade carry re- 


lations with companies Mexico, Venezuela, Uruguay, 
the relations with Asiatic and African 
countries, there exist many opportunities for develop- 
ment.” 


The Press Office the Polish Embassy Washington, 
released paper April 19, containing speeches 
delivered the Polish delegates the Moscow Confer- 
ence, which Professor Chalasinski’s speech made 
April included. However, that part his speech 
which dealt with food export has been carefully avoided 
the Polish press order keep from the public the 
large number foodstuffs being offered. The following 
excerpt from the Embassy release: 


“The second largest group Polish export commodi- 
ties composed agricultural foodstuffs. During the 
period from 1953 1955, Poland could export 
60,000 tons bacon annually, 50,000 tons pork, 
20,000 tons canned hams, 10,000 tons canned meat, 
from 12,000 15,000 tons poultry, 50,000,000 dozen 
eggs, and number agricultural by-products. 
Poland can also export the capitalist countries from 
200,000 250,000 tons sugar per year. Given normal 
weather conditions, Poland can also export annually cer- 
tain quantities grain, particularly rye and barley for 
fodder, approximately 20,000 tons barley for brewing 
purposes, 25,000 tons malt, 30,000 tons potato 
flour, 8,000 10,000 tons onions, well various 
seeds.” 


Hungarian Claims

“Of those countries which not participate the 
embargo the Soviet Union, Finland exported Rus- 
sia only 7.6 percent her total exports 1950; Egypt, 
4.6 percent; and highly industrialized Sweden, only 
percent. East European trade with the West being 
decreased from year year.” 


And Bulgarian refugee economist has observed that: 


“Bulgaria has recently signed new commercial agree- 
ments with the following countries calling for in- 
creased exchange goods over 1951: February the 
USSR; April the P.R. Albania; February 20, 
East Germany; February 28, the P.R. Hungary; 
April the P.R. Czechoslovakia. 

“In addition these agreements, Bulgaria already has 
obligations towards the USSR and other Cominform 
countries, the so-called ‘agreements investment.’ 
virtue these, Bulgaria receives, advance, different 
machines, equipment, etc., for its new industrial plants, 
electric power stations, etc. payment must made 
over several years through supplementary export Bul- 
garian goods. Besides the regular foreign trade, Bulgaria 
has signed ‘agreements investment’ with: 

The USSR 1947 and 1948, for several billion 
leva, order start the ATZ Stalin, TEC Maritza 
the lead-zinc plant, the metallurgy and soda plants, two 
automobile repair plants, etc. 

“2. Czechoslovakia, April 22, 1947 and July 19, 
1951, for about million leva (3,437 million crowns) 
which have paid follows: 1947—376 million 
crowns; 1948—728 million crowns; 1949—1,361 mil- 
lion crowns; 1950—970 million crowns, and until 
1955. Czechoslovakia exports electric power plants, trans- 
formers, industrial machines, tracks and trailers, building 
materials, locomotives, railway equipment, pumps, etc., 
exchange for Bulgarian tobacco (2,000 tons annually) 
leather, oil seeds, ores, grain, lead, rice, etc. 

“3. Poland, July 11, 1951, for the years 1952 and 
1953. Poland supplies locomotives, cars, rolled metals, 
zinc, machines, textile equipment, etc., while Bulgaria 
exports ores, metals, tobacco, rice, grapes, wine, etc. 

“Lately commercial treaty with China has been dis- 
cussed, but because the lack available goods, 
could not concluded. 

“However, the quantities material offered the 
Moscow conference the Bulgarian delegation, are far 
above present production possibilities. Concerning to- 
bacco, one Bulgaria’s major exports, 15,000 tons are 
offered the West. The total export for 1946 was 
16,333 tons, which 13,414 tons alone were delivered 
the USSR, leaving less than 4,000, percent the 
total, available for the other Satellite countries and the 


Inter-Satellite Commerce 


However, certain new trade agreements have been estab- 
lished, although chiefly within the confines the Soviet 
bloc. 


April 16, Albania’s Radio Tirana broadcast that: 


“Large consignments goods and machinery, deliv- 
ered under economic agreements concluded with the 
Soviet Union and the Peoples’ Democracies, have ar- 
rived Albania. These consignments include wheat, 
‘537-type’ tractors, spare engine parts, rubber, factory 
tools and medicines from the Soviet Union; trucks, ‘760- 
type’ Skoda vehicles, drugs, laboratory equipment from 
Czechoslovakia; textiles, locomotive spare parts and 
printing presses from Poland; cement and paper from 
Romania and wheat from Hungary.” 


Bashkimi (Tirana), March 29, published news trade 
relations between Albania and Romania: 


“In Bucharest March 26, Trade and Payments 
Agreement for 1952 was signed between our People’s 
Republic Albania and the RPR. the basis this 
agreement, Albania will export minerals, copper, leather, 
wool, etc., the Romanian People’s Republic and will 
import industrial and petroleum products, paper, etc., 
from Romania.” 


Regarding the 1952 trade agreement between Bulgaria 
and Czechoslovakia, Radio Sofia, its broadcast April 
10, announced that: 


“On April trade agreement was signed between 
Bulgaria and Czechoslovakia. According the agree- 
ment Czechoslovakia will supply Bulgaria with machin- 
ery and industrial equipment, chemicals, and many other 
industrial products while Bulgaria will supply Czecho- 
slovakia with raw materials for her industries, ores, 
concentrates and farm products.” 


And the Bulgarian paper Rabotnichesko Delo (Sofia), 
April 23, wrote the following commentary: 


“While our trade relations with Czechoslovakia have 
been negligible the past, 1950, they have increased 
four times comparison with 1946. The new agreement 
for this year envisages much greater economic coopera- 


tion than last year; percent more goods will im- 
ported.”

The Czechoslovak-Soviet trade agreement signed Mos- 
cow April the Minister Foreign Trade, Dr. 
Antonin Gregor, included the following points quoted 
Rude Pravo (Prague), April 


agreement] will bring further notable aid 
the Czechoslovak economy. signifies the further 
expanding and strengthening economic relations with 
the Soviet Union and means invaluable aid Czecho- 
slovak industry and food supply. 1952, the total turn- 
over goods exchanged with the Soviet Union will in- 
crease percent over that 1951. 

“Over million tons grain, addition thou- 
sands tons fodder, oil seeds, meat, butter, lard, rice, 
etc., will imported and Czechoslovakia will deliver 
metallurgical products, machines, textiles, leather goods, 
malt, hops, paper, furniture, chemicals, and glass.” 


Along with the promise increased trade, there are 
indications that Czechoslovakia has been unable meet 
prior trade commitments. The Yugoslav daily Slovenski 
Porocevalec (Ljubljana), May reported the following: 

“The Czechoslovak Embassy Berlin informed the 

German Ministry for Foreign Trade that Czechoslovakia 


intends stop all foreign trade with East Germany 
the latter does not pay her debts deliver goods which 
she obliged deliver according the trade agree- 
ment between the two countries. The debts amount 
11,000,000 DM. However, commercial circles East 
Germany assert that Czechoslovakia has provoked 
standstill delivery because she has not delivered coke. 
Therefore, various industrial enterprises have not been 
able accomplish production plans prepare goods 
for export. Czechoslovakia has not been able fill her 
delivery obligations for coke because all coke destined 
for export into East Germany has been seized the 
Soviet Union for her own needs.” 


Rude Pravo, April 30, declared that: “On April 29, 
the cabinet approved the Czechoslovak-Finnish section 
tripartite trade agreement between the CSR, Finland, 
and the USSR.” 

Under this special agreement, Czechoslovakia delivers 
certain goods Finland, Finland supplies the Soviet Union 
with goods representing the counter-value the Czecho- 
slovak deliveries, and Soviet Russia pays Czechoslovakia 
goods. 


IV. THE LITHUANIAN BUDGET 


Both Pravda (Moscow), March 11, and Tiesa (Kaunas), 
April reported that meeting the Lithuanian 
Supreme Council, the Budget the Lithuanian SSR for 
the year 1952 was approved within the general Budget 
Law the USSR, March 10. The amounts for both 
revenue and expenditures were fixed 1,471,051,000 
rubles. exiled economist has prepared the following 
commentary based published figures. 


“The so-called ‘sovereign Republic’ members the 
Soviet Union derive the bulk their revenue not di- 
rectly from their citizens, but mainly through the Cen- 
tral Government the USSR. The Central Govern- 
ment takes over all the main taxes and all the profits 
State Enterprises, and only fixed percentage the 
collected revenue remitted the Goverhment the 
‘sovereign Republic.’ This share fixed yearly for each 
individual Republic within the Budget Law the 
Soviet Union.

697,114,000 rubles, then the share the Central Gov- 
ernment (73.1 percent) will 1,894,391,000 rubles. 
The shares the Central Government from the next 
items are: b.—50 percent, c.—75 percent, and d.—50 per- 
cent. 

“The total collection from the country, and the 
amounts collected each respective Government 
will follows:

27-year-old Czechoslovak high school teacher who es- 
caped March. Revealing that language study now 
completely under State control, the author indicates the 
order popularity the various languages which the 
new institute offers its students.

“The State Language Institute was established 
January changing the name the existing Insti- 
tute Modern Languages. Merging with the Oriental 
Institute, the State Language Institute has taken over 
the Prague buildings the former Language School. 

“Some time ago private language schools were abol- 
ished, and since 1940 private language teachers were 
forbidden have pupils, thus giving the Institute 
virtual monopoly. The only remaining sources lan- 
guage instruction are: the Economic College; the var- 
ious university philosophy departments: and the sec- 
ond and third grades high schools.

Teach- 
ers not transferred the new Institute are channeled 
into heavy industry have find other employment.

“In order admitted the Institute regu- 
lar pupil applicant must years old. unem- 
ployed individual must have the permission the 
Labor Office the National Committee.

The February issue the Budapest Statistical Survey 
contained eight-page study complete with tables and 
statistics the status education Hungary.* This 
the first official data released the subject. Addi- 
tional significance lent the report covers the 
1951-1952 academic year—the first which Communist 
principles were totally enforced. previous years the 
regime was still changing over from “bourgeois” 
“enlightened” form education. This survey supplements 
the preceding reports the type citizen the Satellite 
regimes are educating. 

The quotations from the Budapest Statistical Survey 
which follow cover the main points the report: the sub- 
stantial rises school, high school, trade school and uni-

“Compared the low percentage attendance 
the years prior the liberation, this year percent 
the school-age children enrolled for school attendance. 
increase more than 100 percent the num- 
ber high school students, and more than 200 percent 
the number university and college students, 
compared the 1937-38 scholastic year, itself 
tremendous success. Since the 1946-49 scholastic 
year, the number special trade school pupils has in- 
creased almost three times and agricultural schools, 
more than double. The number advanced 
technical students has trebled since the launching the 
Five Year Plan. 

“In the 1937-38 scholastic year, there was type 
high school similar the present special trade school, 
and only four agricultural high schools were exist- 
ence. the 425 high schools that were opened the 
beginning the 1951-52 scholastic year, were special 
trade schools, were agricultural schools and eco- 
nomic high schools. The number universities in- 
creased from 1938 28. the current scholas- 
tic year nine new universities and high schools were 
opened. The University Transportation was opened 
this year Szeged, and the High School Foreign 
Languages Budapest. Independent universities were 
set from the mechanical engineering, 
mining and smelting faculty the Polytechnical Uni- 


The only features the program criticized were 


the comparatively low percentage girls attending tech- 
nical trade schools and universities, the problem pupils 
too old for their grades, the problem repeat grades and 
the drop high school attendance.

achievements described the Statistical Survey follow: 


“It indisputable fact that the Communists have 
brought about further expansion education than 
heretofore attempted Hungary, the East-Euro- 
pean bolshevized countries large.

LITERARY CROSS-CURRENTS 


There are indications the Satellite press change 
the literary application the Zhdanov line. Socialist 
realism, according the late Soviet Party theorist, the 
only method portray life the light Marxist-Lenin- 
ism. theory, truth only that reality which does not 
oppose Stalinism. practice this produced banal de- 
scription Socialist life. Although Soviet theorists will 
not admit change Zhdanov’s precepts, definite 
change their interpretation taking place Czecho- 
slovakia and Bulgaria. 

The Zhdanov line ruled out cosmopolitanism, formalism, 
individualism and surrealism. The current literary predica- 
ment several East European countries has been caused 
redefining literary principles whereby certain taboo 
“isms” have become orthodox. This attempt give the 
writer greater freedom the interests better art has 
caused confusion among authors, critics and readers. 
date, the critic has been the scapegoat, charged with chok- 
ing individualism and repressing creative art. 


The recent congratulations which the surrealist author 
Jan Weiss received from the Union Czechoslovak 
Authors signal event Czechoslovak Communist liter- 
ary circles. The letter, printed the May issue 
Literarni Noviny (Prague) read follows: 

“Dear Comrade: Will you allow express our 
warmest regards and sincerest wishes the day your 
sixtieth anniversary. This anniversary finds your 
creative powers their height and therefore are 
anxious see the many lovely novels and stories which 
you will still write, and which will contribute the 


Before the war, Jan Weiss was known surrealist 


writer particular political color. After the war 
joined the Communist Party, but remained obscurity 
except when occassionally attacked with other surrealist 
writers. Now not only has received encouraging let- 
ter from the Union Czechoslovak authors, but Literarni 
Noviny, May 17, reviewed his life work: 

“At first sight one might feel that the fantastic 
novels Jan Weiss are exact contradiction the 
present trend novels, because most frequently uses 
feverish dream point departure, escaping from 
reality into phantasmagoria and hallucinations. more 
exact analysis Weiss’ novels shows that the bitter 
realities life have led this author phantom-like 
erary expression. Moreover, must stressed that 
this method Weiss provides criticism the bourgeois 
world thus describing its deterioration. ... There 
doubt that best suited describe human 
negation fantastic, grotesque [techniques] satire. 
However, gradually his fantasy becomes human, the 
grimace turns into human face. 

“The real meaning the best novels this roman- 
tic author, who opposed real life criticism the 
bourgeois world. this criticism there spark 
the progressive, although hidden unreal fantasy 
which partly annuls the value the novels. 


Love Poems 


March Nowa Kultura (Warsaw), the regime’s lit- 
erary review printed article the Polish Communist 
poet, Andrzej Braun, entitled Lampoon Contem- 
porary Authors—That is, Cowardice.” The quotations 
from this indictment contemporary Communist litera- 
ture are indicative the conflicts the Satellite world 
letters 


“There passion, fervor, courage, only cow- 
ardice [shown contemporary authors]. one 
has anything say, although there are many urgent 
matters this impressive and dramatic 

“When discussions are involved, evidently have 
little say. not hold intense debates even 
our own circles. something troubles us, not 
speak about it. Public discussions are repetitious and 
general topics known all.... 

“It accident that only technical matters such 
printing, fees and criticism are interest the young 
poet. becoming more and more difficult discuss 
his own verses with him. 

“The lack individuality our poetry particu- 
larly alarming. There are landscapes these verses, 
sometimes even action, but there never author. 
The first person has almost vanished. Some other person 
used the hero. speak per ‘we.’ How ‘we’ see 
things, but hard find out how poet looks 
life and whether not sees things the right light. 

“We have sheared everything from our literature 
which not included our formula for life. Life 
boiling and the formulae are floating the surface like 

“Why that during seven years our Party poetry 
love poems were written. Love, the most beauti- 
ful human feeling, true love for woman, for wife. 
That sensation which can only expressed poetry, 


has longer chosen this most natural form expres- 
sion. 

“Indeed, the majority our young poet’s work re- 
sembles mile-long collection strong words, empty 
declarations and improbable thought associations. 
[They are, short] dull and pretentious tracts.” 


Textbooks Instead Novels 


Turning the subject the contemporary novel, the 
poet Andrzej Braun, concerned with its tedious qualities: 


“Our books remind one [school exercises assign- 
which are sometimes better, sometimes worse, 
sometimes worthy excellent marks, but completely 
devoid dynamics. There fight them. 

What are the emotions expressed our books? 
There is, strictly speaking, feeling struggle, but 
even this feeling struggle only animates the heroes. 
Why this so? Because there real enemy. Our 
‘enemy’ only acts. does not think. neither 
intelligent nor capable clever actions. 

“Let imagine soccer game where only one team 
takes part. Our books are typical such match.... 
see only our players, the ball and the net. What 
bore! frequently happens that the reader 
indifferent witness the action, knowing that the enemy 
will snuffed out like

proval, Braun next directs his complaints against critics, 
who not fulfill their tasks, because— 


“Schematicism reigns among those who not partici- 
pate emotionally productive processes [those who] 
live the world formulae, opinions and censures, 
where the commonplace reigns, making everything sterile 
and [causing] destruction. Whom have mind? 

“Those employed publishing houses, film enter- 
prises, theater managements, editors and critics. Let 
fight such shiboleths cynicism and boredom, 
fight them politics, for they are the cancer which 
can destroy literature from within. 

“Let forbid publisher edit book though 
writing prescription for soap. 

“Let proclaim the motto: ‘Down with people who 
are only engaged literary work accident.’” 


ensure his position with the Party, Andrzej Braun 
ends his lampoon comparing the ideal Communist critic 
politruk. This Russian term refers political officer, 
who independent the commanding officer whose 
unit attached and who reports back the Party or- 
ganization the morale and activities the troops. 


“Our critic politruk battle front. teaches 
love for the [Communist] goal. shows its vision 
and teaches hate towards enemies. also gives instruc- 
tions the building Communist morality and 
how conquer inner cowardice. 

politruk] simultaneously father and com- 
rade each soldier the army writers. The critic 
knows the personality and character each writer. 
permits the writer reach fulfillment and does not de- 
stroy him with lifeless drills. affected the 
sorrow and extremely interested what his 
soldier thinks about each problem.” 
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Four weeks after the appearance Braun’s lampoon, 
Nowa Kultura published rebuttal entitled “Few Re- 
marks About the Thoroughly Wrong Lampoon Andrzej 
Braun.” The author the rebuttal directed his remarks 
almost entirely against Braun’s own poetry rather than 
against the substance Braun’s criticisms.

“Having read the play the official replied: “These 
rural plays are not successful. ... need cheerful 

“The authoress went home and finally brought an- 
other play set the environment the young gener- 
ation. Anusia loves Staszek. She member the 
Polish Youth Association and bum. After some 
difficulties Anusia acquires salutary influence 
Staszek and becomes leader. They all dance the 
polka. 

“The official answered after few months: ‘By this 
time some changes have This cheap opti- 
mism. need comedy, but satirical one.” 

“The writer’s next attempt was play office 
environment. Ania loves Stas. She noble 
secretary, director-bureaucrat. After some 
culties she becomes the noble director and he—a secre- 
tary-bureaucrat. 

“The official answered after few months: ‘Indeed, 
not typical story. for us, need play taken from 
life.’ 

“The authoress went home and after some time 
brought final play, staged artistic circles. 

“Anetka loves Stasinek. She dramatic authoress 
and official charge cultural affairs. After 
numerous difficulties she gets her play staged and 
transferred from his cultural position the Fish 
Distributing Center, where finally useful.

Writing Recipe 


“Schematicism,” the simplified, flat, black white form 
writing the subject criticism least three coun- 
tries. Andrzej Braun, the poet and Ludwik 
Flaszen, well-known Communist author have both at- 
tacked this literary “ism,” did their counterparts 
Hungary and Czechoslovakia. Flaszen described thus: 
“Everywhere there are similar situations, similar characters, 
similar problems and identical atmospheres. Such litera- 
ture has flavor. Characters are made paper.” 

Asserting that current authors use ready-made political 
formulae and cliches, Flaszen continued his criticism 
attacking what termed lack 
selectivity—which induces authors present everything 
novel. Also criticized, was the technique writing 
which author writes recipe—10 percent the class 
enemy, percent the positive hero, percent pro- 
duction, percent love, and forth. 

The reaction Flaszen’s critique “everythingness and 
schematicism” appeared Nowa Kultura January 20. 
Admitting that some Flaszen’s observations were “almost 
accurate,” Nowa Kultura reproached him for basing his 
criticisms the worst examples contemporary literature 
and voiced apprehension lest the fight against schematicism 
the jumping board for fight with the basic tenets 
Socialist realism. 

February, Lidove Noviny, (the Czechoslovak daily 
which was replaced the weekly Literarni Noviny) dealt 
with the dangers “schematicism” Hungary well 
Czechoslovakia: 


“In Hungary, the serious danger schematicism has 
also appeared. substitute for honest literary 
work. Authors have been creating colorless, simplified 
characters who were either black white, heroes 
enemies and everything went according schedule. 
one talked the difficulties building Social- 
ism. Such literature has nothing common with 
real literature and apt harm Socialist doctrine. 

Fortunately, this danger was averted, due the inter- 
vention Josef Revai [Minister Cultural Affairs]. 


March 15, Literarni Noviny, Prague’s literary re- 
view, included severe criticism Communist literary 
critics: 


“Until recently there were serious, dangerous ob- 
stacles for literary artists. Let state frankly: was 
the half-educated sectarian and vulgar criticism [which 
their works received] They were subjected unfeel- 
ing criticism, unsocialistic, hostile criticism which failed 
take into account the internal struggle for rebirth 
which many artists undergo. 


Several days later Novini included another 
article exhorting young authors “trust the old, experi- 
enced masters, regard them friends and not despise 
them the cosmopolites and vulgarizers do.” 


May 10, Literarni Noviny, printed letter from 
puzzled reader: 


annoyed the fact that your articles litera- 
ture and art are held along such completely theoretical 
lines and are not the point. You give neither names 
nor proofs, that have the impression that your 
articles are addressed few experts only and not 
the masses. offhand manner you speak ‘vul- 
but why don’t you explain who they are and 
why should keep away from them?” 


Pitfalls for Bulgarian Critic 


April 24, Christo Radevsky, Secretary General the 
Union Bulgarian Writers and Poets, delivered long 
speech attacking Bulgarian critics. Commenting the 
present literary situation exiled Bulgarian analyzed the 
trend follows: 


“Since September, 1944, the date which the Com- 
munist Party took over Bulgaria’s coalition Government, 
the Central Committee has directed all its efforts to- 
wards making Bulgarian literature conform the 
spirit Stalinist Communism and Soviet literature. 
Thus, with the exception Christo Botev and the few 
Bulgarian Communist writers from the period prior 
1944, all other Bulgarian writers were debunked and 
severely attacked. 

“Lately, however, after Moscow had credited and even 
honored such men literature and arts from the non- 
Communist past Gogol, Leonardo Vinci, Beethoven, 
Victor Hugo and others, radical shift the Com- 
munist attitude toward Bulgarian literature took place. 


Title: “Poets and Critics, Not Follow This Example” 


Secretary General Radevsky, plans 
are being made Bulgaria for the rehabilitation 
non-Communist literature. This may only done, 
however, under one condition. The literary works 
the past will have re-edited and all parts conflict- 
ing with Communist doctrines deleted. this way 
Communist regimes are attempting usurp for their 
own propaganda purposes the great works the past, 
that these may not serve the cause freedom, but 
rather that they may enrich the annals lit- 
erature. 

“This attitude explains part attack 
Communist critics. this manner the Central Com- 
mittee the Bulgarian Communist Party sacrifices the 
prestige its own literary critics order maintain 
its infallibility execute Moscow’s radical policy 
change the same time.” 


Literaturen Front (Sofia), published Secretary General 
Radevsky’s speech the front page its April issue 
under the heading “What are the pitfalls our critics and 
what the origin this impasse?” Several excerpts from 
this speech follow with the major pitfalls enumerated 
the original:

Such treatment our literature has nothing common 
with the methods Socialist realism, about which our 
critics speak often.

“The third evil which our critics have inflicted our 
contemporary literature the unwritten secret friend- 
ship pacts which many comrades high ranking posi- 
tions have concluded among themselves, whereby they atten 
trained obedient followers and have thus started 
dictate the trends and tastes for our literature. ority

Antibiotic and Anti-West Conference 


the beginning January, the Hungarian Microbio- 
logical Society was founded Budapest. The inaugural 
meeting was expanded into “international” congress 
which met from January 15. was attended eight 
delegates from the Soviet Union and two four delegates 
from China, Korea, East Germany, Poland, Czechoslovakia, 
Romania, Bulgaria and Albania. Although the avowed 
purpose the congress was the exchange information 
antibiotic research, also served occasion for some 
anti-West propaganda. 

speech quoted Magyar Nemzet Jan- 
uary 12, Tibor Valyi Nagy, Hungarian delegate the 
conference, declared that the foundation the society was 
important milestone antibiotic research: 


“Hungary now able manufacture considerable 
quantities penicillin, well absolutely new anti- 
biotics, and further developing 
tions the pre-eminent Soviet medical science. The 
Hungarian Academy Science will establish Anti- 
biotic Institute conduct experiments with new meth- 
ods for the prevention contagious diseases.” 


Health Minister Anna Ratko delivered speech also 
quoted Magyar Nemzet: 


“Hungarian research workers are fighting for the pres- 
ervation and well-being mankind. However, 
should not forget that wicked criminals abuse science 
and are striving fabricate complicated and terrible 
instruments for the destruction human beings. 
The so-called scientists America are using the achieve- 
ments science for cultivating bacteria and devising 
new poisons for destructive purposes. despise these 
malefactors whose activities are shame our civiliza- 
tion and culture. 


Kin Vye Dyun, Korean delegate, claimed that “in the 
course their wild and disordered flight December 1950 
the American troops [in Korea] infected the population 
with smallpox and other contagious diseases, hoping that 
the epidemics would spread the North Korean troops. 
Doctors and experts from Korea and other nations 
thwarted this vile plan the American imperialists and 
prevented the spread epidemics.” 

(An explanation this denunciation has been suggested 
exile physician: American innoculation procedure, 
unfamiliar Korean natives, may have been misconstrued 
provocative rather than preventative measure. This 
misconception was exploited some months later for propa- 
ganda purposes the Communists. 
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Scientific topics mixed with propaganda also character- 
ized the Sandor Koranyi Medical Convention held Buda- 
pest April 17-20. The Communist physician Istvan Rusz- 
nyak, president the Hungarian Academy Science, de- 
livered speech reprinted the Budapest daily Magyar 
Nemzet, April 18:

MEDICAL WELFARE 


The foundations accident and health insurance the 
Czechoslovak countries were laid down long ago 1888, 
during the Austro-Hungarian Monarchy. The machinery 
for medical benefits was expanded the Czechoslovak Re- 
public 1918. Health Insurance was united and estab- 
the law October 1924, which covered all 
persons whose wages represented their main source sup- 
port. This bill provided medical care, maternity benefits, 
dental service, and disability pensions. 

reorganization the Health Insurance took place 
after the Communist putsch, when Health Insurance be- 
part the so-called National Insurance. The law 
April 15, 1948, established two basic kinds insurance: 
cases illness and maternity [health insurance] and 
cases age, disability, accident, death the bread- 
winner [benefit insurance]. According the law De- 
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cember 19, 1951, the entire health service was nationalized 
and reorganization the entire insurance system was 
carried out. Insurance was divided the following man- 
ner: 

Health Insurance was transferred from the National 
Insurance the Central Council Trade Unions. 

Accident and benefit insurance was transferred from 
the National Insurance the State Office for Benefit 
Insurance. 

The entire Health Service was united the Ministry 
Health. 

Insurance compulsory for: employees, independent 
earners, pensioners and unemployed persons, members 
families working jointly with independent earners. 
though independent earners and their family members are 
technically covered insurance, this part the law not 
valid because the Cabinet has not yet issued the necessary 
governmental provisions. 

Premiums for Health Insurance are prescribed according 
percentile scale follows: 

6.8 percent employee’s wages, one-half 
paid the employer and one-half the employee. 

6.8 percent for civil servants and State employees, 
who pay percent, the balance being paid the State. 

6.7 percent for independent workers. 

The premium for benefit insurance amounts per- 
cent. additional percent the basic scale must 
paid insured persons eligible for accident benefits cover- 
ing dangers indigenous their profession [miners, etc.].

Like every new 
organization, the Uniform Health Welfare suffers from 
number transient shortcomings. abolish these 
shortcomings the task the People’s Administration 
and the Trade Union organizations the plants. 
Prague, public ignorance the new Medical Wel- 
fare organization still serious. The workers not 
know whom approach case illness, where find 
practitioner, where apply for new glasses, etc. They 
not know whether consult the physician their 
place work the one their residential area. Fre- 
quently patient goes from one Medical Center an- 
other, wasting precious working hours. Although 
office hours have been extended the crowds the wait- 
ing rooms have not diminished. This caused partly 
the shortage doctors and partly because citizens 
now want see the doctor more frequently. Sometimes 
the crowding caused because certain doctors not 
give thorough care the patients and examine them 
only superficially; e.g., reader informs that ‘Dr. 
calls five patients the same time the ex- 
amining room, prescribes something and then occupies 
himself with filling out forms.’ 

“Considerable time lost because the various special 
divisions the Health Welfare are located different 
buildings. The patient, being ordered from one place 
another, has wait continually. the same way, 
the medical officers factories are frequently located 
inadequate quarters. One the main shortcomings 
still the lack good relationship between the medi- 
cal workers and the patients, and the lack kindness 
and sympathy for the ill person. This the reason why 
patients have little confidence the doctors.” 


According official statements the Polish govern- 
ment, 1951 there were 4,600,000 persons covered 
the Social Insurance program plus 600,000 people receiv- 
ing disability old age pensions. This number together 
with members the families concerned alleged 
amount 11,000,000 persons. ordinance the Coun- 
cil Ministers Warsaw, February 10, 1951, specifies 
that:

Prevalence Infectious Disease 


According recently escaped refugee from Bulgaria 
whose wife suffered from tuberculosis, this disease wide- 
spread both the towns and the rural areas. The large 
number patients has caused serious shortage 
hospital accommodation. the ward where the refugee’s 
wife was hospitalized, the beds were joined together 
pairs and each pair was occupied three patients. 

patients receive from the State free additional 
food ration, amounting monthly eggs, one kg. oil, 
one kg. honey, one kg. sugar and variable quantity 
potatoes and beans. This ration issued for period 
six months and then automatically discontinued regard- 
less whether not the patient cured. Streptomycin 
issued the Ministry Health, but only hospitals. 
The price 1800 per gram ($6), which prohibitive 
for most patients. The refugee’s wife while the hospital 
was allotted grams streptomycin. she could not 
pay the price she had without it. Other medicines, 
such penicillin are either unobtainable, inordinately ex- 
pensive, poor quality. 

was revealed recent medical conference Poland 
that one out every eight persons Poland suffering 
from tuberculosis, and that Warsaw the incidence 
one out every five. Official statistics show that the 
immediate post-war years the mortality rate Poland 
was 12.8 per 10,000 persons. 1950, for every 10,000 per- 
sons, died tuberculosis. 


Refugees from Romania report that the sanitary condi- 
tions the Danube-Black Sea canal works are extremely 
poor. Malaria continues prevalent although prophy- 
lactic measures have been attempted. Quinine not avail- 
able except the black market exorbitant prices. Offi- 
cial statistics insist that only seven new malaria cases 
occurred 1951; but estimated observers that 12,- 
000 cases malaria have been registered this year the 
prophylactic stations Poarta Alba and Navordari. 

New “specialized” personnel have been organized 
fight malaria; however, male nurse from Medjida, the 
main base the canal works, has stated that the prophy- 
lactic nursing staff consists the most ignorant persons 
who are incapable any other work. The 
sanitary organization Medjida superior that 
the canal workyards and the newly built communities along 
its route. The male nurse affirms that virtually all new 
workers sent the workyards contract malaria. 


Drugs 


The drug shortage acute all countries. order 
limit the necessity for imports, the Ministries Health 
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are actively trying increase the production penicillin, 
streptomycin, etc., develop substitutes. According 
item the Czechoslovak Svobodne Slovo, March 
“Anna Jochman and Ruzena Pekarek, both leaders 
workers’ brigades the agricultural cooperative 
Rovensko pod Troskami, have decided this year cul- 
tivate five acres blighted rye, poisonous, parasitic 
fungus which the source important drugs. These 
girls are aiming help our Health Service, because the 
drug [not named] derived from blighted rye perfect 
substitute for penicillin and used successfully child- 
bed ailments.” 


Radio Budapest, its English-language broadcast from 
Hungary February 11, reported that new medical 
institute being completed which will manufacture peni- 
cillin large scale. Boilers with capacity 7,500 
gallons will used. 

The acute shortage medical supplies and pharmaceu- 
ticals Sofia has prompted the City Council recom- 
mend that: some coordination established be- 
tween the health institutions the city and the pharmacies 
that physicians will not prescribe medicines which are 
not available.” (Vecherni Novini, Sofia, November 17, 
1951.) 


“Grey Illness” 


According information given Prague physician 
who escaped Austria November, 60-70 percent 
workers reporting ill are found suffering from ex- 
treme exhaustion and often from malnutrition. This con- 
dition called “grey illness” Soviet terminology. There 
sharp increase mental and nervous illness: doctors 
estimate that the city Prague alone there are 20-30 
new mental cases per day. Toward the end 1951, 
doctors’ offices were crowded with elderly people seeking 
prescriptions for additional clothing coal coupons. 
Others were seeking medical certificates exempting them 
from work brigades mines and heavy industry. Czecho- 
slovak Premier Anton Zapotocky, speech broadcast 
Radio Prague May 15, reprimanded doctors for hin- 
dering the production drive granting too many medical 
exemptions workers: 

“The medical service not fulfilling its duties re- 
spect the recruitment new employees for production. 
happens too often that those who desire join 
work brigades voluntarily are being rejected. Out 
employees recruited for Prague national enterprise, 
only one was declared fit for work. Only out 
recruits for the post office Hradec were ac- 
cepted the physicians; Pacov, only two out total 
18. was proved checking that these people were 
not ailing and that the doctors’ reports were not justified.”
